OutTto Sea Again 


Only 7 Known Dead, 27 


Missing in New York 


Metropolitan Area 


NEW YORK—(Copyright Associated 


Press)—One of. the worst hurricanes 
in history.-3wuvjtfH»354o sea northeast 
of New York Saturday with all ves- 
sels warned to get out of its way. 


Despite the violence over 1,000 miles 


of Atlantic coast-line, only seven per- 
sons were known to be killed. Twenty- 
seven more were missing.

NEW YORK.—(/P)—A violent tropi- 


cal hurricane "straddled" the Atlantic 
coastline and drove north from North 
Carolina to New Jersey Friday night, 
upsetting shipping and threatening the 
world's most populated area with 75- 
mile gales early Saturday. 


Friday night 44 persons were report- 


ed dead and 15 missing. Scores of 
small vessels were unaccounted for 
and both freighters 
and 
passenger 


boats had sought sheltered spots to 
ride out the blow. 


Winds which sometimes attained a 


velocity of 100 miles an hour beat 
along the coast from Cape Hatteras, 
across the Virginia Capes and into 
Delaware, Maryland and New Jersey 
Friday but meager reports from isolat- 
ed sections indicated damage and loss 
of life might be less than a similar 
storm in 1933. 


The Washington Weathcur Bureau 


issued the following storm warning: 


"Warnings down Chesapeake Bay 


and from Hatteras to Virginia Capes 
and warnings changed to northwest 
north of Virginia Capes to Now York. 


Coast storm central 8 p. in. about 100 


miles east of the Southern New Jer- 
sey coast apparently moving north- 
ward with somewhat decreased inten- 
sity. Center will likely pass near 
Nantuckett, Mass., Saturday morning." 


New York's canyons of buildings 


and the low shore of Long Island was 
expected to feel the full force of the 
wind early Saturday. 


A fishing steamer, the Long Island, 


went down in Delaware Bay and only 
three of the 45 men aboard her had 
reached shore. Two other men were 
reported drowned by waves pushed to 
mountainous height by the roaring 
winds—one in Maryland and one in 
North Carolina.

in Waiting Stage 


Democrats Wary as to the 


Exact Direction of 


G. 0. P. Attack

From the standpoint of major strat- 


egy, mid-September finds the presi- 
dential campaign still in a waiting 
stage. 
Nothing is plainer than the intent of 
the Democrats to reserve for the final 
hours of the battle whatever bomb- 
shells may repose in their arsenals, 
whatever dramatic strokes of policy 
they may be considering, 


On the Republican side, there is no 


evidence of a decisive choice between 
the two alternative courses which are 
open. The party still is free to adopt 
a plan of attack only, hoping to be 
voted into power by the force of anti- 
administration sentiment, or to ap- 
peal affirmatively for support by pre- 
senting a deminite program of its own. 


Both major party nominees are de- 


laying a detailed discussion of those 
issues which have been regarded gen- 
erally as a paramount in the cam- 
paign. 


Governor Lanclon has not yet laid 


out the program he would adopt, if 
elected, with respect to relief: nor 
has President Roosevelt made specific 
reply to those numerous cirticisms 
which have fallen upon his own re- 
lief policies. It is much the same with 
respect to the farm problem, the labor 
issue—even the constitutional issue. 


Waiting Game 


The reasons for this, bo far as the 


Democrats are concerned, grow in 
part out of the accepted custom of the 
party in power. 


It is axiomatic among politicians 


that it is neither wise nor profitable 
for a President to appear too anxious 
abuut his own re-election, or to leap 
too rapidly into any political cam- 
paign. 


But there also is a special consider- 


ation applying to the situation this: 
year. The Democrats face an opposi- 
tion which has been badly routed in

WASHINGTON—Whatever else may 


be said of the Maine election it is 
clear that the tide into Democratic 
ranks in September of 1932 is not run- 
ning there now. 


The onsweep in 1932 brought ex- 


cited (and accurate) predictions from 
Democrats that it showed how the na- 
tion would go in November. It brought 
to Republicans forebodings of ill for- 
tune (also accurate). 


Many Factors Involved 


But it would be overlooking many 


factors to say positively that because 
the state reversed itself four years 
later it means the country will also re- 
verse itself. That September victory in 
1932 
was extraordinary even in the 


eyes of Democrats, for not a Maine 
Democrat had held prominent office 
in many years. Further, even though 
Maine went Democratic in September 
of 1932 it gave Hoover a smacking 
bajority in November. 


Going back to the Maine September 


election of 1932 finds Chairman Far- 
ley saying (the same as now): "The 
Democrats do not concede a single 
state." Roosevelt, on the eve of de- 
livering his 1932 Topeka farm speech, 
telegraphed congratulations to Louis 
J. Brann, victorious in the race for 
governor, adding. 


"The tide in this country has defi- 


nitely turned from the Republican 
leadership and your election yesterday 
is a forerunner of the faith of the 
country in the Democratic parly and 
its representatives." 


Four years later finds Brann, im- 


mensely popular as a governor, falling 
in defeat by some 5,000 votes in his 
race for the senate, although this is a 
narrow margin for Republican victors 
in Maine who often have a majority of 
20,000 to 40,000 votes. 


Before this year's election Brann 


cut himself off from the New Deal, 
yet even in defeat he led his ticket on 
which were some candidates espousing 
the New Deal. What effect may that 
liavc upon Democratic candidates crit- 
cal of Roosevelt policies 


Later Elections May Tell 


Turning to the governorship, the old 


Republican majority in Maine again 
is evident. Lewis O. Borrows piled 
up more than 40,000 majority over his 
Democratic opponent, F. Harold Du- 
bord. 


Republicans were quick to take heart 


at the action of a 1936 Maine but no 
one expected Democrats to feel the dis- 
may at loss of the state felt by Repub- 
licans in 1932. 


Discounting the close Braiui-Wliite 


senatorial race into which many factors 
were injected, some observers sug- 
gested that 
perhaps 
the "nonnan" 


Maine vote for certain offices indicat- 
ed simply that the upheaval of the de- 
pression has subsided. 


If so, November may show how much 


of the "normal" Republican majority 
11 the country, evident in most years 
since the Civil war, has been more

fore him. I rather imagine that he 
is a tense child, isn't he." 


"Oh, very. Always busy at some- 


thing. And he's a great reader, too."

"If I were you, I should try a little 


experiment. Make his life as simple 
as possible for a white, eliminate mov- 
ies and cut down outside reading. Of 
course he has to have exercise, but if 
he's obsessed by any particular sport, 
bear down on that too, in short, give 
his' interests' a rest.

two successive national campaigns— 
1932 
and 1934. It is an opposition 


which obviously is not thoroughly 
united, at least so far as the rank and 
file is concerned. The Democrats gen- 
erals prefer to wait until they can see 
how the lines have reformed and from 
what direction the attack will come. 


To vary the figure, Chairman Far- 


ley and his advisers want to give their 
Republican opponents every oppor- 
tunity to commit costly blunders, to 
talk themselves into a corner, to de- 
velop fully all of their internal quar- 
rels and disruptions.

als have been waiting to see whether 
the Republican nominee for president 
would make direct commitment to a 
specific legislative and administrative 
program for the coming four years, so 
that the Democratic defensive could 
be changed to an offensive. 


Landonites Cautious 


This general set of circumstances ap- 


pears to have contributed also to the 
delay in the Republican camp. 


A great party is not rebuilt in a day. 


It was apparent that Governor Lan- 
don and his friends were suffering 
somewhat from surprise after their 
easy victory at Cleveland, and wanted 
time to familiarize themselves with 
the vastly-complicated party machin- 
ery which had come suddenly into 
their possession. 


They were made cautious by the 


magnitude of the responsibility, and 
by the torrent.of conflicting advice 
which poured in upon them. Especial- 
ly, would It be better merely to at- 
tack the New Deal, or should Mr.

Most politicians agree 
that the majority voted against the 
Wilson policies in 1920, not affirmative- 
ly in favor of Harding: against Smith 
in 1928, rather than for Hoover; against 
Hoover in 1932, more than for Roose- 
velt. 


That the present' administration has 


made bitter enemies is plain. They are 
numerous enough and powerful en- 
ough to defeat a.re-election if Gover- 
nor Landon merely will keep friends 
with all of the disaffected elements, 
and make no enemies of his own? 


It appears that a division of opin-

72-Foot Barrier for Salmon 


to Surmount 


The nearly completed dams, present- 


ing a 72-foot wall across the path of 
the silvery horde, form such an im- 
passable barrier. But the engineers 
have devised an elaborate system of 


"elevators" to lift the salmon over 
the dams and "ladders" by which they 
can detour around the ends. 


The Bonnerville Dam is really two 


dams 'separated by Bradford Island. 
The Main Dam connects Bradford 
Island with the. Washington bank of 
the river. It is intended for water 


storage only. The other side of Brad- 
ford Island is linked to Oregon by the 
Power House Dam, where the- actual 
harnessing of the river's force takes 
place. As the fish, traveling upstream 
arrive before the dams, they are col- 
lected and diverted into either thfe fish 
elevators or ladders.

wfcy gate*?, over which a vast amount 
of surplus water will flow under 
reshet conditions. Salmofc arfe 8t- 
rscted by a swift flowing ctirrefit. So 
h* flftw of watfer from one spillway 
gate at each end of the daw is re- 
stricted by training walls for a dis- 
ance of 175 feet, out from the fat* of 
.he dam. The swift current thus form- 
d acts as a lure for the fish, but they 
are prevented from entering thta chute 


a-heavy wire screen. A smaller, 


"ufinel-shaped screen dt the Side di- 
verts .them into a byvvtoy that leads to 
the fish elevators and ladders. 


Walk Up to Dam's Top 


A fish "ladder" is really a winding 


staircase, whose one-foot high steps 
lead in a rising detour from the low 
downstream face of the dam, around 
the end to the higher upstream Iev6l. 
As the fish, lured onto the steps, leap 
over them one by one, they literally 
"walk upstairs" around the dam. 


The fish "elevators" are really locks, 


similar to those on a canal. They are 
concrete shafts, 20 by 30 feet square, 
designed so that they can be alternate- 
ly emptied and flooded with water. 
When the chamber is fuIU the entrance 
gate closes, and water, is admitted 
through the floor to flood the lock, 
thus raising the fish to the top of tne 
dam, 
where they'floop down on the 


upstream side and 
continue 
their 


journey. Meanwhile the entrance at 
the bottom opens again, permitting the 
water to flow out to normal level, and 
a new party of piscatorial travelers 
to enter. 


Bradford Isand is looped by a wide 


arc of fish stairs by Which the fish 
may circumvent the Power 
House 


Dam. They make an ever-rising de- 
tour to emerge at the head of the 
')stairs,^ several -hundred feet up- 
stream from .the dam. 


One-Way Ladders 


But there is two-way traffic on the 


Columbia. Tiny 
youngsters, called 


"fingerlings," bom in1 the up-stream 
hatcheries, must find their way down 
to the sea where th«jr mature, event- 
ually to complete the life-cycle by 
fighting their way back upstream to 
raise their own families. So finger- 
ling "passes," which are in effect steep 
fish ladders, are provided at both dams 
for the youngsters, arid so "valved" 
that they can be used by downstream 
traffic only. 


Scale models of this fishway system 


have functioned more than favorably 
under the most extreme and difficult 
tests, and a similarly designed system 
has been 
used 
successfully on a 


minor dam. at Rock Island, farther 
down the Columbia, he government 
engineers have the greatest confi-i 
dence in their work, but there are 
many 
among 
commercial 
fishers, 


sportsmen and conservationists, who 
take a gloomier view. 


Both pros and cons agree that the 


only real test of the scheme is the 
pragmatic one of actual operation dur- 
ing a real salmon run. 
And they 


know that if the fishways do not work 
in the first year of their operation, the 
Bonneville Dam will be the tombstone 
of the Columbia River salmon.
